FINDINGS

Procedures and records reviewed verified that Montana Department of Agriculture is currently operating
in compliance to the requirements of the audit criteria except as noted below. One major non-compliance
was identified during the audit.

NP6170LLA. NC1 — Major — NOP 8205.510(a) (1) requires “An accredited certifying agent must submit
annually to the Administrator the following reports and fees. A complete and accurate update of
information submitted pursuant to §205.503 and §205.504.”

a) NOP 8205.510 (a)(4) requires submission of the results of the most recent performance
evaluations and annual program review and a description of adjustments to the certifying agent's
operation and procedures implemented or to be implemented in response to the performance
evaluations and program review. MDA stated in Attachment 6 that all staff members involved
with the MDAOC have received annual performance appraisals and that all staff members were
found to be performing (at least) satisfactorily or have received additional training. A list was
submitted that included five administrative personnel, but it did not include the six approved
inspectors.
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
